Broadcaster shifting focus 
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Few wowed by 
city transit app 


Unofficial launch. 

Early users say app isn't 
intuitive and is missing 
some crucial elements

At first glance, Brendan Van 
Alstine of the Transit Riders 
Union of Edmonton consid¬ 
ers the city’s ETS Live to Go 
smartphone app “basic but 
pretty good” after its un¬ 
official launch Thursday. 

“It’s neat that they rolled 
all of their technology into 
one,” he said. 

The city will officially 
launch the app, which has 
been in the works for seven 
months, on Tuesday, accord¬ 
ing to municipal officials. 

With both an Android 
and iPhone version avail¬ 
able for free, the application 
allows users to look up bus 
routes and bus-stop sched¬ 
ules. 


The app’s description in 
the Apple App Store says 
people can also use the app 
to “see real-time departures 
instantly” and save “your 
favorite bus stop.” 

Early users say this first 
version of this app is a “good 
start” but that the app is still 
missing elements crucial to 
transit users. 

“It’s not intuitive as I 
would like it. Someone who 
has never touched the app 
should be able to come in 
and figure out how I’m go¬ 
ing to get to Point A and 
Point B, since that’s the 
whole purpose of transit,” 
said Steve Chattargoon, 
chair of the Digital Media 
and IT program at NAIT. 

“After about five minutes, 
I was still struggling to find 
... my starting point.” 

That experience was 
echoed by Van Alstine, who 
considered the smartphone 
technology a “combination 
of things people are already 
using” before they board Ed¬ 
monton Transit.

$200,000 to have the app 
developed by Trapeze ITS 
(Intelligent Transportation 
System), which also includ¬ 
ed the development of their 
other transit tools — Bus- 
finder, Email and Ride tool 
and ETS Live Alerts — ac¬ 
cording to Lorna Stewart 
with Edmonton Transit. 

ETS Alerts, though not 
yet available, is still being 
tested and “is intended to 
alert riders, who subscribe 
for specific routes and bus 
stops, the status of their bus 
in real time for Smart Bus 
routes and schedules for all 
other routes,” said Stewart.

Outrage from parents and 
teachers has prompted one of 
Edmonton’s Catholic School 
trustees to question the dis¬ 
trict’s stance on gay-straight 
alliances. 

The province’s Catholic 
school boards have collectively 
agreed to hold back on encour¬ 
aging students to start GSA 
clubs in school, opting instead 
to support inclusive clubs that 
eveiyone could be a part of. 

But according to ECS trustee 
Patricia Grell, that’s not fair to 
the district’s LGBTQ students. 

Grell — who admitted she 
was ignorant to the concept 
of GSAs at first — said she was 
prompted to investigate the 
issue further after receiving 
a deluge of complaints from 
district parents and teachers 
about the board’s position. 

“Appalled was the word that 
the majority of people used as 
a description,” said Grell, ref¬ 
erencing the reaction from the 
community about comments 
made by ECS board chair Deb¬ 
bie Engel to media about GSAs. 

Grell, who recently penned 
a blog post about the clubs, 
said the district needs to recon¬ 
sider their stance on GSAs to 
consider what’s best for vulner¬ 
able students.

“I ... learned that they are 
not sex groups or dating clubs 
but ‘identity clubs’ for students 
who identify as LGBTQ and 
their straight friends,” Grell 
wrote on her website. 

Grell said the district not 
only needs to change the way 
it thinks about GSAs, but ap¬ 
proach the subject in a way 
unique to the Catholic system. 

“If we were to have GSAs in 
our school, we certainly would 
have them in a Catholic per¬ 
spective,” she said. 

St. Joseph High School stu¬ 
dent Lauren White said Grell 
wasn’t the only one shocked 
to hear the district’s take on 
GSAs. 

Right after she read Engel’s 
comments, White, 16, kicked 
off an online petition to lobby 
for GSAs in the province’s 
Catholic schools, collecting 
more than 200 signatures since 
Friday. 

“I really love the Edmon¬ 
ton Catholic School district,” 
said White. “I’ve been a part 
of it since kindergarten and I 
know that the board members 
are really understanding. I just 



think that they’re misguided 
on this issue. I think they need 
to trust students to know what 
they want.” 

Identifying as straight, 
White said GSAs are important 
to better understand the LG- 
BTQ community. 

“I still know there’s more I 
could learn and there’s more 
I’d like to know, but I feel like 
for eveiyone in the school com¬ 
munity it would be beneficial,” 
she said.

Alberta's conservative gov¬ 
ernment introduced Bill 10 in 
the fall seating that allowed 
for school boards to have 
final say on GSAs, but offered 
students an avenue to chal¬ 
lenge their decision. 


• After an outcry from Alber¬

saying more research and 
dialogue needed to hap¬ 
pen before it could receive 
third reading. 


• Bill 10 will be brought 
back for third reading in 
the upcoming spring ses¬ 
sion.

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Council passes budget with 
5.7% property tax increase 


Big bump Average 
tax hike will be $ 119 , 
while utility bills also 
slated to climb by $52 
per year 


Edmontonians could expect 
a $119 hike to their property 
taxes next year thanks to a 5.7 
per cent increase approved by 
council Thursday night. 

At the end of 11 days of 
budget deliberations, council 
passed the increase, which 
amounts to $119 more a year 
on a home valued at $374,500. 
Utility bills will also climb by 
$52 per year. 

The bump is larger than 
any council has made in the 
last five years, but councillors 
approved it unanimously say¬ 
ing it was simply the cost of 
doing business. 


“We’re building a city — 
a city that addresses growth 
pressures and builds for the 
future,” said Coun. Bev Es- 
slinger. 

The total includes 1.5 per 
cent for the neighbourhood 
renewal program, 2.4 per 
cent to staff facilities the city 
will begin to operate next 
year and half a per cent to 
service new debt the city is 
taking on. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
the increase was high and he 
lamented the impact it would 
have on those on fixed in¬ 
comes, but he stood by it. 

“I will go out in the next 
364 days and defend this 
budget,” he said. 

The budget will also bring 89 
new police officers on the job, 
less than what the force asked 
for and fund late-night transit 
and better snow removal. 

Council also passed a four- 
year capital budget that will 
build the new valley line 
LRT, a dramatic facelift of the 
Stanley Milner Library, the 


new downtown arena and a 
comprehensive program to 
improve city roads. 

Coun. Biyan Anderson sup¬ 
ported the budget, but said it 
can’t be the new standard for 
tax increases, because that 
will simply be too much. 

“If we believe this is sus¬ 
tainable at the end of a dec¬ 
ade we would increase taxes 
by 51 per cent,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
the budget was a reflection 
of Edmonton’s tremendous 
growth and the challenges 
that come with it. 

“We’re working as best we 
can to keep up with growth in 
Canada’s fastest-growing city.”

Cuts to have consequences: police union 



Heads of both the police 
union and the police com¬ 
mission said Thursday that 
services in Edmonton would 
suffer after city council 
chose not to fund additional 
officers for the police force. 

While the EPS will add 
89 new officers next year, 
council stopped short Wed¬ 
nesday of adding the addi¬ 
tional 49 Chief Rod Knecht 


had asked for. 

Those additional pos¬ 
itions included nine transit 
officers and 40 officers for 
the downtown arena dis¬ 
trict. 

Sgt. Tony Simioni, head 
of the Edmonton Police As¬ 
sociation, said those offi¬ 
cers would have taken pres¬ 
sure off patrol members. 

“Every disturbance that 


they can handle, every piece 
of work they can do takes 
away from the demand on 
our patrol officers,” he said. 

Edmonton police have 
been dealing with record- 
high call volumes and con¬ 
sistently missing their re¬ 
sponse time targets. 

Shami Sandhu, the po¬ 
lice commission’s chair, 
said the force simply won’t 


be able to deal with the cur¬ 
rent budget without mak¬ 
ing sacrifices. 

“There is definitely go¬ 
ing to have to be some cut¬ 
backs, some re-allocations 
from other areas,” he said. 

Councillors all said Mon¬ 
day they supported police, 
but want the province to 
step up with more cash. 

Jessica Jacobs-Mino, a 


spokeswoman for Alberta 
Justice minister Jonathan 
Denis, said the province 
heard the debate Wednes¬ 
day, but didn’t have an¬ 
swers yet. 

“It’s too premature at 
this point to talk about what 
we’re going to be doing for 
the upcoming budget,” he 
said.

SCTV. Statues coming 
along, slowly but surely 


SCTV statues mounted in Ed¬ 
monton are getting closer to 
becoming a reality as volun¬ 
teers spearheading the public 
art project are just waiting 
for charitable status.

Surviving cast members 
have already given their ap¬ 
proval of the character stat¬ 
ues since “their experience 
of Edmonton was pretty posi¬ 
tive,” added Sandor.

Council gives boost 
to snow clearing 


Border officials seized nearly 
$40,000 in counterfeit U.S. 
currency at the Edmonton 
International Airport earlier 
this month. 

On Dec. 2, officers with 
the Canada Border Services 
Agency intercepted a maga¬ 
zine from Nigeria headed 
to an Edmonton address 
in a courier shipment and 
found 397 $100 bills wedged 
between the pages. 

Closer examination of 
the bills revealed they were 
counterfeit. 

The parcel has been 
turned over to the RCMP for 
further investigation, metro

City streets will be a little 
wider after snowfall, school 
drop-offs a little clearer and 
driveways will open up after 
council passed a series of 
improvements to Edmon¬ 
ton’s snow policy. 

Council passed the 
improvements along with 
$2.2 million in new funding 
to cover the costs of three 


major changes. 

The city will now clear 
the windrows around school 
drop-off zones, which Coun. 
Michael Walters said he 
heard was a major safety 
issue. 

“We heard from the prin¬ 
cipals in the area that it was 
an issue, so this is just a small 
price to pay,” he said. 


Walter said schools are 
already very congested, espe¬ 
cially in south Edmonton. 

Council will also clear 
arterial roads when they be¬ 
come too narrow and will 
clear windrows at the bottom 
of driveways when they’re 
higher than 30 centimetres. 

The budget comes with 
a hefty increase and Mayor 


Don Iveson said he hoped 
programs like this would 
show people actual improve¬ 
ments for the higher cost. 

“That’s further consola¬ 
tion for people who are 
looking at the number and 
scratching their heads,” he 
said. 

Council also passed more 
funding for the snow budget 
that won’t actually improve 
service, but will better reflect 
the true cost of removal. 

The city clears streets re¬ 
gardless of the cost and has 
been over budget on snow 
for the last four years.

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Canada Post worker injured. Police looking for 
Jeep Cherokee involved in early December crash 


Edmonton police are look¬ 
ing for a Jeep Cherokee they 
believe was responsible for 
hitting and severely injuring 
a Canada Post worker earlier 
this week. 

Just after noon on Dec. 4, 
32-year-old Greg Mady was 
struck as he was getting out 
of his car near 127 Avenue 
and 126 Street. 


The Canada Post worker 
is now in hospital, being 
treated for injuries sus¬ 
tained in the crash. 

Thanks to video surveil¬ 
lance footage, Const. Julie 
Webber said police have 
been able to determine 
the make and model of the 
vehicle they’re looking for. 

“We’re hoping that when 


the public sees this vehicle, 
someone maybe will have 
some information to help 
us,” said Webber. “Obviously 
someone out there knows 
what happened.” 

The car is described as a 
darlc-coloured Jeep Grand 
Cherokee. Webber said the 
Jeep may have sustained 
damage to the right-hand 


side of the vehicle because 
of the crash. 

“This victim was un¬ 
fortunately just a normal 
guy that was going to work 
and he was hit by a vehicle. 
He’s now looking at some 
lengthy time in hospital 
with some serious injuries,” 
Webber said.

Put more peace 
officers on late 
routes: Union 


Edmonton Transit. 

Added security needed 
on new night routes, 
say union reps

Late-night transit is com¬ 
ing to Edmonton and more 
peace officers for those 
routes should be coming 
too, say transit union repre¬ 
sentatives. 

Five bus routes will start 
running until 3 a.m. as of 
Sept. 2015, as approved 
by city council earlier this 
week. 

“It’s admirable for the 
city to provide service at 
those hours of the night,” 
says Steve Bradshaw, who 
serves as president of Amal¬ 
gamated Transit Union No. 
569. 

“However, they have to 
do it right and that means 
getting more security out 
there,” he said. 

In Calgary, city officials 
recently decided to beef up 


the presence of peace offi¬ 
cers presence on late-night 
routes on New Year’s Eve to 
address any potential safety 
concerns. 

Back in Edmonton, tran¬ 
sit security bureaucrats say 
they have peace officers 
working around the clock, 
even after transit has shut 
down for the night. 

Marvin Chick, super¬ 
intendent with Edmonton 
Transit security, added that 
at this time, no extra peace 
officers will be dedicated to 
those routes. 

“We already have a staff¬ 
ing level out there and 
when we talk about adding 
extra, what do we base it 
on? 

“Is there a need or not a 
need? Those questions are 
what we’re going to have to 
look at at the right time,” 
he said. 

After the late-night tran¬ 
sit launches and the review 
is complete, Chick added 
peace officers will respond 
to calls as needed. 

“I think a review during 
the pilot is what is going 
to drive what the future 
holds.”

It took seven months to de¬ 
velop but the ETS transit rider 
app has finally arrived — and 
it’s astonishingly bad. 

Ugly, complicated, prosaic. 
If ETS Live To Go is transporta¬ 
tion’s attempt to make public 
transit more attractive then 
it would have been better off 
training bus drivers to high- 
five riders when they step on. 
At least that’s an added fea¬ 
ture. At least that’s something. 

But the app is such a fail¬ 
ure that it’s even worse than 
the ETS website. That, at least, 
has a trip-planning function. 

“It was never intended 
to have a trip-planner,” said 
Loma Stewart, ETS direc¬ 
tor of customer experience 
and innovation, during our 
unexpected conversation 
Thursday (the app officially 
launches Tuesday). Stewart 
was willing to admit the app’s 
shortcomings. “I’m not sure 
why that functionality isn’t 
there.” 

So who is this app for? 

Instead of catering to 
multi-modal smartphone 
owners the way Google Maps 
has — making trip-planning 
a cinch no matter how junior 
your bus-route knowledge 
is — ETS Live to Go is for the 
most studied transit riders. 

Those who know the differ¬ 
ence between routes 3,13 and 
23. Those who have memor¬ 
ized bus stop numbers like 
hockey stats. 

That’s fine for those 
routine passengers, but it does 
nothing to increase ridership 
above 13 per cent of the local 
population. For that, you need 
to make buses dependable 
and predictable wherever you 


are — even if you don’t know 
where that is. 

This tech-sawy user will 
stick to Google’s app, which 
points me to the nearest bus 
stop and lays out my route 
options clearly. 

That’s a shame because it 
lacks the real-time informa¬ 
tion currently on 17 buses 
(and counting), which is the 
one piece of data giving the 
city an edge over the ubiqui¬ 
tous Google Maps. Instead of 
highlighting which routes 
have this enhancement, the 
information is buried into the 
app and only retrievable if you 
have pre-existing knowledge 
of the routes. 

Stewart says the city is 
considering moving its real¬ 
time transit data to Google. In 
the meantime we have an app 
that’s not even worth three 
megabytes of space. 

ETS Live to Go was one of 
four tools tendered to Trapeze 
ITS through a competitive bid 
in 2012 at a cost of $200,000. 
That includes the website, 
Email & Ride and an alert 
system in development. Con¬ 
sidering that the city spent 
half of that total on the sleekly 
designed and user-friendly 311 
app, it would seem that they 
may have cut costs on the ETS 
app. 

The investment in Smart- 
bus, “smart fare” and starting 
next year late-night transit 
service proves there’s an ap¬ 
petite to improve the humble 
service. But perhaps because 
council and Edmontonians 
are so intensely focused on 
championing LRT, ETS is 
forced to sit on the back of the 
proverbial bus. 

If buses are part of Edmon¬ 
ton’s transportation future, 
then we need to stop treating 
buses and their users like 
they’re second-rate.

“Police services 
were notified and they were 
able to track it down and the 
ambulance was stopped with¬ 
out incident.” 

According to Weiss, the 
man was able to steal the 
ambulance because the 
vehicles are left open so they 
can be moved easily.

U of A student does

ing his own entrepreneurial 
pursuits. 

“The cool thing with 
52Skillz is if it doesn’t go 


anywhere or make any 
money. I’m still going to 
have the most amazing year 
of my life because I have to 
do cool stuff every week,” he 
said. 

Like learning how to 
flip a plane, Robinson said 
52Skillz has given him the 
motivation to tackle new 
challenges. 

“A lot of it is stuff I’ve 
always wanted to do, but 
I haven’t had the motiva¬ 
tion. For flying, I’ve always 
wanted to fly a plane but 
I’ve never really had any 
goal or something behind it 
to motivate me to do that,” 
he said. 

Through the blog, Rob¬ 
inson said he hopes he can 
inspire others to search out 
what motivates them to pur¬ 
sue their specific interest.

Nenshi. Calgary mayor 
says Bill 10 makes Alberta 
look like ‘hillbillies’ 


Calgary Mayor Naheed Nenshi, 
speaking Thursday to hundreds 
of members of the Calgaiy 
Chamber on the state of the 
city’s economy as oil prices 
plummet, paused from that 
topic for a five-minute digres¬ 
sion on Alberta’s recent legisla¬ 
tion on gay-straight alliances. 

After Bill 10 received two 
readings in the Alberta legisla¬ 
ture, Premier Jim Prentice put 
the controversial legislation on 
“pause” last week, in the wake 
of public outcry across the prov¬ 
ince. Here’s what Nenshi had to 
say about the whole affair: 

“I pitch this city across Can¬ 
ada, and when I make that 
pitch, it may surprise you to 
know, I always get the same 
question. And I bet that ques¬ 
tion is going to surprise you, 
because you live here and you 
wouldn’t think this is a ques¬ 
tion. 

“And the question I always 
get is: ‘Is Calgaiy welcoming? 
Is it homophobic? Is it racist? Is 
it diverse? Will not only I be ac¬ 
cepted, but will my friends be 
accepted?’ 


“And, of course, I always 
say, ‘Look at me. I’m the mayor. 
We’re veiy welcoming, and for 
the vast majority of us, this 
place — our home — is the ab¬ 
solute epitome of meritocracy, 
of multiculturalism, of plural¬ 
ism, of support and of success.’ 

“But, I’ve got to tell you, 
the last couple of weeks in the 
provincial legislature have not 
made my job any easier. This 
damaging and hateful debate 
that we’ve been having in the 
provincial legislature around 
Bill 202 and Bill 10 does noth¬ 
ing but reinforce negative 
stereotypes. 

“... If we say that we live in 
a city where we we’re thinking 
it would be OK for a 15-year-old 
to appear before a judge to ask 
the judge if the 15-year-old can 
start a club in his school that no 
one would be forced to belong 
to, well folks, that would the 
Scopes Monkey Trial of Alberta. 

“We would end up having 
international attention toward 
what kinds of hillbillies we are. 
None of us need that.”

Traffic tie-ups. Council 
hoping cash injection 
from federal Building

Commuters on the Yellow- 
head and in the south side 
could both be in for major re¬ 
lief under a new proposal the 
City of Edmonton will pitch 
to the federal government. 

Councillors were consid¬ 
ering the improvements to 
the Yellowhead Freeway and 
to railway crossing at 50th 
Street and 75th Street on Ed¬ 
monton’s south side during 
the capital budget, but have 
postponed the discussion into 
early next year. 

The city is hoping to pitch 


the federal government that 
both improvements would 
make sense as part of their 
Building Canada Fund. 

The program has specific 
funds allocated for large pro¬ 
jects with a national impact 
and Coun. Tony Caterina said 
the Yellowhead should be an 
obvious one. 

“Once it’s a free flow and 
the work is done, it will be a 
benefit not just to Edmonton, 
but to the province,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
he also hopes to sell the fed¬ 
eral government on the rail 
underpasses, noting both are 
significant to moving traffic 
in the city that’s currently 
seeing the most growth. 

“These are some of the 
ones where if we don’t get 
support from other levels of 
government Edmonton will 
slowly grind to a halt,” he 
said. 

Commuter Joel Teeling 
said the train crossings on 
the south side are a constant 
source of frustration. 


Big costs 


Among the upgrades con¬ 
templated to the Yellow¬ 
head are an interchange 
at 121 Street at a cost of 
$ 213.5 million, as well as 
one at Fort Road at a cost of 
$ 96.6 million. 


• Additional upgrades. An 

underpass at 50th Street 
is estimated to cost $85 
million, while one at 
75th Street would cost 
$66 million. 


“I have been stuck mul¬ 
tiple times for veiy long per¬ 
iods of time,” he said. 

Teeling said his bigger con¬ 
cern is 34th Avenue, but any 
relief in that corner of the 
city from the train crossings 
would be incredible. 

“It’s a very busy area par¬ 
ticularly at rush hour without 
the train being thrown into 
the mix.”

Dartmouth. Man 

charged with releasing 
the name of a sexual

The lawyer for a man charged 
with violating a publication 
ban in a sexual assault trial in 
Halifax has been granted time 
to hear what penalties the 
Crown is considering. 

Judge Patrick Curran grant¬ 
ed the adjournment Thurs¬ 
day in Dartmouth provincial 
court, requiring David Wins¬ 
low Sparks to return on Jan. 
12. Sparks, 62, was charged in 


September after police alleged 
he posted on social media the 
name of the victim in the sex¬ 
ual assault case. The identity 
of the victim is protected by a 
publication ban. 

In July defence lawyer 
Lyle Howe was sentenced to 
three years in prison after be¬ 
ing found guilty by a jury of 
sexually assaulting a 19-year- 
old woman in March 2011.

Province scraps WWII-era law used at G20 

G 20 summit protesters dash with riot police in downtown Toronto on Saturday, June 26 , 2010 . A Second World 
War law used by police to make mass arrests during the G 20 summit was officially scrapped Thursday and replaced 
with new legislation. The Public Works Protection Act was secretly revived by the Liberal government prior to the 
G 20 , and then used by police to “kettle” or detain large groups in the streets, and to arrest 1,100 people during the 
summit. Ombudsman Andre Marin concluded it was opportunistic and inappropriate to use a “war measure” to 
give police extra authority, and said police compounded matters by misrepresenting the reach of their new powers 
during the G 20 . The law designed to protect electrical generating facilities from Nazi saboteurs in the 1940 s was re¬ 
placed by a new bill that enhances security at courthouses, electrical generating stations and nuclear power plants.

A high school teacher in Mani¬ 
toba has been placed on leave 
and is being investigated over 
social media comments that 
one aboriginal leader called 
hurtful and racist. 


Kevin Hart, who works 
at the Assembly of Manitoba 
Chiefs, filed a complaint with 
Kelvin High School Thurs¬ 
day, saying that a Facebook 
page under the name of Brad 
Badiulc, a technology teacher 
at the Winnipeg school, 
contained statements that said 
aboriginals are looking for free 
money from non-aboriginals. 

The Facebook page had 
been deleted Thursday and 


attempts to reach Badiulc were 
not successful. 

The Winnipeg School Div¬ 
ision would not name Badiulc, 
but said a veteran teacher was 
being investigated and could 
face disciplinaiy measures if 
found to have crossed a line. 
Those consequences could 
be anything from an order 
to undergo sensitivity train¬ 
ing to outright dismissal.

Trials halted 
after subjects 
report pain 

Swiss researchers have 
temporarily halted a clinical 
trial of a Canadian-made 
Ebola vaccine after seeing 
an unexpected side-effect in 
a few people who received 
the serum. 

Four of 59 people 
vaccinated in the Geneva- 
based trial reported pain 
in the joints of their 
extremities — fingers and 
toes — between 10 and 
15 days after receiving 
the shot, researcher Dr. 
Angela Huttner said in an 
interview.

Doctors against 
abortion now 
required to refer 
patients 

Doctors who morally op¬ 
pose providing abortion 
services or prescribing birth 
control will be required to 
refer patients to other phys¬ 
icians, according to a draft 
policy paper just released 
by the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of Ontario. 

The document reflects a 
struggle to balance the fun¬ 
damental rights of patients 
with respect for doctors’ 
personal values and beliefs. 

“We feel this is an excel¬ 
lent balance of human 
rights and constitutional 
rights,” Dr. Marc Gabel, 
chair of the College’s policy 
working group, said Wed¬ 
nesday in an interview. 

The draft policy also 
states that a doctor is ex¬ 
pected to ensure emergency 
care, even when that con¬ 
flicts with the physician’s 
beliefs. Gabel added that a 
doctor who balked at fol¬ 
lowing the code would face 
professional misconduct 
sanctions, torstar news service 


Privacy at issue. 

SCOC rules police have 
some rights to search 
cellphones without 
warrants, but must 
follow rules 


A divided Supreme Court of 
Canada ruled Thursday that 
police can conduct a limited 
search of suspect’s cellphone 
without getting a search war¬ 
rant, regardless of password 
protection — but they must fol¬ 
low strict rules. 

The precedent-setting rul¬ 
ing, reached by a narrow 4-3 
margin, found that the search 
must be directly related to the 
circumstances of a person’s ar¬ 
rest and that investigators must 
keep detailed records of the 
search. 

In a dissenting opinion, the 
three opposing justices said 
the police should be required 
to obtain a search warrant in 
all cases, except rare instances 


where there is a danger to the 
public, police or the evidence. 

It is the first Supreme Court 
ruling on cellphone privacy, a 
21st-centuiy issue that has al¬ 
ready spawned a series of diver¬ 
gent lower court decisions. 

The high court dismissed 
the appeal of the 2009 armed 
robbeiy conviction of Kevin 
Fearon, who argued that police 
violated his charter rights when 
they searched his cellphone 
without a warrant after he’d 
robbed a Toronto jeweliy kiosk. 

The court agreed that the 
police had in fact breached 
Fearon’s rights, but said the evi-

dence against him on his cell¬ 
phone should not be excluded.

of Rights and Freedoms.

Cuban hip-hop stars 
used by U.S. agency 


USAID. American 
agency infiltrated 
Cuba's music scene to 
undermine the state, 
create youth advocates 
for social change 


Over two years a U.S. agency se¬ 
cretly infiltrated Cuba’s under¬ 
ground hip-hop movement, 
recruiting unwitting rappers 
to spark a youth movement 
against the government, ac¬ 
cording to documents obtained 
by The Associated Press. 

The idea was to use Cuban 
musicians “to break the infor¬ 
mation blockade” and build a 
youth network seeking “social 
change,” documents show. 

The program is laid out in 
documents involving Creative 
Associates International, a 
Washington, D.C., contractor 
paid millions of dollars to 
undermine Cuba’s communist 
government. The thousands of 
pages include contracts, emails, 
preserved chats, budgets, ex¬ 
pense reports, PowerPoints, 
photographs and passports. 

Contractors involved in the 
hip-hop operation would re¬ 
cruit scores of Cuban musicians 
for projects disguised as cultur¬ 
al initiatives but really aimed at 
boosting their visibility and en¬ 
couraging a movement of fans 
to challenge the government. 

One target was Los Aldeanos, 
a hip-hop group frustrated by 
official pressure and widely re¬ 
spected by Cuban youth for its 
hard-hitting lyrics. 

Creative used a Panama 
front company and a Lichten¬ 
stein bank to hide the money 


trail from Cuba, where thou¬ 
sands of dollars went to fund 
a TV program starring Los 
Aldeanos. It would be distrib¬ 
uted on DVDs to circumvent 
Cuba’s censors. 

Then the Colombian rock 
star Juanes announced a Sep¬ 
tember 2009 concert in the 
heart of Havana. Creative man¬ 
agers held a two-day strategy 
session on how to persuade 
Juanes to let Los Aldeanos per¬ 
form with him. 

They never shared the stage, 
but Juanes publicly thanked the 
rappers after the concert. The 
contractors believed this meas¬ 
ure of public support would 
help protect the group against 
the government; however, 
Juanes’ spokesman John Reilly 
said Wednesday the concert 
had no political agenda, and 
that Juanes had no knowledge 
of what the other artists did. 

About a month later Los 
Aldeanos’ frontman, Aldo Rod¬ 
riguez, was detained for illegal 
possession of a computer. 

Creative contractors at one 
point contacted a sex education 
institute run by the daughter of 
President Raul Castro, Mariela, 
who was contacted to be part of 
Serbia’s EXIT Festival, despite 
organizers — such as Serbian 
contractor Rajlco Bozic — also 
running the anti-Castro hip- 
hop operation. 

Cuban officials ultimately 
discovered what was going on 
once contractors paid $15,000 
to underwrite a music festival 
run by singer Pablo Milanese. 

Over the next four months 
Bozic was detained coming into 
Havana with a potentially in¬ 
criminating USB stick, generat¬ 
ing anxiety among contractors. 
Bozic cut his trip short and told

contractors he wouldn’t be re¬ 
turning any time soon. 

In August 2010 Los Aldeanos 
took the stage at an independ¬ 
ent music festival and criticized 
the government and police. 
The group later moved to South 
Florida, citing the government 
was making it difficult to work. 

On six occasions a U.S. 
Agency for International De¬ 
velopment (USAID) contractor 
said Cuban authorities de¬ 
tained or interrogated people 
involved in the program, con¬ 
fiscating computers containing 
information that unwittingly 
jeopardized the safety of num¬ 
erous Cubans; not realizing 
they were part of a clandestine 
U.S. operation. The Associated 
Press investigation found that 
despite this, USAID put itself 
and its targets at risk.

Soccer. Moment of 
WWI peace, goodwill 
memorialized by 
monument in Belgium 


A century ago on Christmas 
Day, German and British 
enemies left their World War 
I trenches and headed into 
no man’s land in a few scat¬ 
tered locations on the Western 
Front for an unofficial truce 
among soldiers. Some eyewit¬ 
ness accounts say they were 
highlighted by a few soccer 
kick-abouts. 

The proponents of the 
sport have cherished that day 
as historic proof that there is 
little that can better bridge 
man’s differences than soccer. 

It is that unique mood of 
brotherhood that Michel Plat¬ 
ini, the president of the Union 
of European Football Associa¬ 
tions, planned to underscore 
on Thursday when he unveiled 
a Christmas Truce monument 


on the former battlegrounds 
known as Flanders Fields in 
western Belgium, scene of 
some of the most vile killing. 

“Together, they performed 
simple acts of reconciliation, 
culminating in the discovery 
of a shared language: Foot¬ 
ball,” Platini wrote to Euro¬ 


pean Union leaders early this 
year. 

For those involved, it was 
most of all a yearning for a 
sense of normalcy, however 
momentarily, that pushed 
them over the edge of their 
trenches, unarmed.

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CIA chief recounts horrors of 
Sept. 11 in defence of tactics

Senate torture report. 

Says CIA’s interrogation 
practices did not lead 
to a safer America 


CIA Director John Brennan de¬ 
fended his agency Thursday 
from accusations in a Senate re¬ 
port that it used inhumane in¬ 
terrogation techniques against 
terrorist suspects with no se¬ 
curity benefits to the U.S. But 
he stopped short of claiming 
that the tough methods saved 
thousands of American lives. 

Brennan conceded that it is 
impossible to know whether 
the detainees provided cru¬ 
cial information because of 
the “enhanced interrogation 
techniques.” He said the cause- 
and-effect relationship is “un¬ 
known and unknowable.” He 
conceded unauthorized and in 
some cases abhorrent methods 


were used against captives, but 
asserted the CIA “did a lot of 
things right” in a time when 
there were “no easy answers.” 

Brennan opened a rare news 
conference by recounting the 
horrors of the Sept. 11, 2001, 
terrorist attacks, his agency’s 
determination to prevent an¬ 
other such assault and the fact 
that CIA officers were the first 
to fight and early to die in the 
Afghanistan war. 

His remarks were part of a 
campaign by the CIA and sever¬ 
al of its past leaders to discredit 
a five-year Senate investiga¬ 
tion into the CIA’s harrowing 
interrogation practices after 
9-11, concerned that the his¬ 
torical record may define them 
as torturers instead of patriots 
and expose them to legal action 
around the world. 

The Senate intelligence com¬ 
mittee’s report doesn’t urge 
prosecution for wrongdoing, 
and the Justice Department has 


no interest in reopening a crim¬ 
inal probe. But the threat to for¬ 
mer interrogators and their su¬ 
periors was underlined as a UN 


special investigator demanded 
those responsible for “system¬ 
atic crimes” be brought to jus¬ 
tice, and human rights groups 


pushed for the arrest of key CIA 
and Bush administration fig¬ 
ures if they travel overseas.

Invention. Device could 
end in-flight elbow wars 


Unlike other companies that 
have abandoned the physical 
media market, Outerwall is bet¬ 
ting there’s at least a few years 
left to make money renting out 
DVDs and Blu-rays. 

The U.S.-based vending ma¬ 
chine company, which operates 
the Redbox video rental kiosks, 
is trying to get Canadians re¬ 
acquainted with the old routine 
of popping out to rent a movie. 

And the company is offer¬ 
ing Canadians some freebies to 
give the rental machines a try. 

The company operates near¬ 
ly 1,400 movie-rental machines 
across Canada and more than 
42,000 in the United States. Red¬ 
box had hoped to have twice 
as many machines in place in 
Canada by the end of 2013, but 
Redbox president Mark Horalc 
concedes the company is still

CBC will shorten all local sup¬ 
per-hour newscasts to 30 or 
60 minutes and will broadcast 
Radio One morning shows on 
TV beginning next fall. 

The changes are part of 
a five-year strategy to shift 
priorities from radio and tele¬ 
vision to mobile and digital 
announced by the public 
broadcaster in June. 

Currently, most supper- 
hour newscasts at the CBC 
are 90 minutes. 

Shows in Vancouver, 
Winnipeg, Toronto, Ottawa, 
Halifax, Charlottetown, St. 
John’s and the North will 
be trimmed to 60 minutes. 
Programs in Calgaiy, Edmon¬ 
ton, Regina, Windsor, Mont¬ 
real and Fredericton will be 
chopped to 30 minutes. 

CBC will broadcast local 
Radio One morning shows 
on TV between 6 and 7 a.m. 
in all existing markets except 
the North. 

To offset the reduced 
newscasts, CBC said it would 
introduce regular local tele¬ 
vision newsbrealcs during the 


day and prime-time. 

It also said it would main¬ 
tain, and in some cases grow, 
its spending in local investi¬ 
gative journalism. 

Also next fall, CBC will 
introduce new services spe¬ 
cifically for mobile users. 

The broadcaster did not 
specify how jobs would be 
impacted by the changes. 

“CBC/Radio-Canada’s 
new local strategy is about 
changing how we serve the 
audience. We are moving to 
become a comprehensive 
four-platform local news ser¬ 
vice — across the day and on 
demand,” Heather Conway, 
executive vice-president of 
English Services, said in a 
statement, the Canadian press 


Digital offerings 


• CEO Hubert Lacroix 
announced in June that 
the broadcaster was 
planning to cut down lo¬ 
cal newscasts as part of 
a plan to increase digital 
offerings by 2020.

A B.C. man has invented a 
device that he claims could 
finally bring an end to in-flight 
elbow wars. 

Called Soarigami, the plastic 
divider attaches to an existing 
armrest and doubles the usable 
space, preventing the possibil¬ 
ity of awkward elbow rubbing 
with strangers. 

“We’re trying to make fly¬ 
ing less stressful and just kind 
of lighten the mood a little bit,” 
company co-founder Arthur 
Chang told Metro. 

When it launches, Soar¬ 
igami — which takes its name 
from Japanese words sora (sky) 
and garni (grace) — will take on 
the form of a simple, paper air¬ 
plane-inspired origami design. 

Chang, who grew up in 
Vancouver but now calls Dal¬ 
las home, said he came up with 


the idea while trapped in an 
air-travel nightmare: He was 
stuck in the middle seat. 

Buzz is already building on 
social media about Soarigami. 

Since launching the website 
and an animated video, com¬ 
plete with a catchy song, the 
“Annoying Passenger Anthem,” 
Chang said the company’s pre¬ 
order list has taken off. 

Initial public criticism has 
already inspired Soarigami’s 
makers to alter its design 
slightly, turning it around so 
the wider part of the plane is at 
the front of the armrest to pre¬ 
vent it from potentially digging 
into a user’s side. 

Available for pre-order on¬ 
line, Soarigami will go on sale 
for about $30 and is expected 
to launch in early 2015.

Bill Murray became a big- 
screen superstar on the back 
of loose-limbed performances 
in comedies like Caddyshaclc, 
Stripes and Ghostbusters. By 
1984, however, he was tiring 
of playing the clown and look¬ 
ing to do something with a bit 
more of an edge. 

When director John Byrum 
gave him a copy of W. Som¬ 
erset Maugham’s 1944 novel 
The Razor’s Edge, Murray re¬ 
sponded the veiy next day. 

Calling the director at 4 
a.m., he said, “This is Larry, 
Lany Darrell,” dropping the 
name of the novel’s main char¬ 
acter, an enigmatic man on a 
quest for spiritual fulfilment. 

The resulting film bombed, 
with Roger Ebert suggesting 
Murray played “the hero as if 
fate is a comedian and he is the 
straight man.” 

Of course Murray has gone 
on to become a credible and 
in-demand dramatic actor, but 
the story of a comedian’s rocky 
leap from farce to drama still 
rings true today. 

Chris Rock’s new com¬ 
edy Top Five tells the stoiy of 
Andre Allen, a fictional mega¬ 
star tiying to jump from silly 
comedies to Uprize, a serious 
drama about the slave revolt 
in Haiti. 

Top Five is a new twist on 
an old stoiy. Many comedians 
have tried to flick the switch 
from comedy to drama. 

Robin Williams effortlessly 
hopped between genres. In 
2002 alone, he made three 
films: the lowbrow laffer Death 



to Smoochy, the psychodrama 
One Hour Photo and Christo¬ 
pher Nolan’s thriller Insomnia. 

Will Ferrell, Steve Carell and 
Jonah Hill are known for funny 
movies like Blades of Gloiy, The 
40-Year-Old Virgin and Super- 
bad, but each have stretched 
their dramatic muscles. 

Ferrell’s Stranger Than 
Fiction earned a good review 
from Roger Ebert, who said 
Ferrell “has dramatic gifts to 
equal his comedic talent.” 

Carell’s new drama Fox- 
catcher looks poised to earn 
him notice at awards time. 

And Jonah Hill is a two- 
time Oscar nominee for heavy¬ 
weights Moneyball and The 
Wolf of Wall Street.

Thirteen years, six movies and 
more than 1,000 minutes of 
film later, Peter Jackson is ready 
for a break. 

“You can’t believe how 
much we don’t want anything 
to do,” he says. 

With the release of The

with 2001’s The Fellowship of

ately start another project. That 
would be fine.

where a six-film series finally 
comes into focus,” he says.

Turing definitely a 
hero, says Allen Leech 

Irish actor Allen Leech first gained no¬ 
toriety as upstart chauffeur Tom Bran¬ 
son on Downton Abbey. While that 
show has slowly crept through the 
first half of the 20th centuiy, Leech is 
jumping forward a few years with The 
Imitation Game, starring as part of the 
team of mathematicians who 
help Alan Turing crack the 
Nazi Enigma machine. 

Leech says he knew a 
bit about Turing before 
signing on with the film, 
but had no idea how 
much of a hero he was. 

“I knew Alan Tur¬ 
ing, I knew he’d built 
a machine, but I cer¬ 
tainly didn’t know 
the extent that he 
went to during the 


time at Bletchley Park, how hard he had to 
fight for the opportunity to make this ma¬ 
chine and how hard he’d have to fight for 
his own existence later on in his life. 
“Turing was a war hero. His 
work and the work of the people 
at Bletchley Park ended the war 
two years early, with an estimated 
saving of 14 million lives. I mean, 
anyone who says that Turing isn’t 
a war hero just has to look at that 
fact, and what they estimated his 
achievement gave the Allies, 

and realize how important 
he was. Secrets give you 
power. At the time during 
the Second World War, 
if you had knowledge, 
then you became more 
powerful.

And he thinks you should 
be, too. So here, in his own 
words, is why Cumberbatch 
thinks Turing is such “an 
extraordinary human being”

icling his decoding of the 
German Enigma machine 
and turning the tide of war 
deserves attention. 

l. He made great things 
out of great suffering. 

“All of the worst moments 
in his life led to achieve¬ 


ments,” explains Cumber- 
batch. “Being ostracized 
from a group made him 
think about isolating work. 
Not understanding how to 
communicate because so 
much of what he had to 
deal with in his life was to 
do with secrets made him 
an expert cryptographer. 
The idea of clandestine, re¬ 
pressed coding and analyz¬ 
ing that language was just 
completely borne out of his 
circumstance.” 

2. He’s not a Sherlock 
knock-off. 

“Though Sherlock is an 


immediate comparison, 
they’re so different. Sher¬ 
lock is a sociopathic show- 
off, and Alan was anything 
but. He was a team player 
despite our narrative arc in 
our story.” 

3. He never had a chance 
to be comfortable with 
himself. 

“At university, he was in a 
very openly extroverted and 
celebratory gay culture, but 
he was incredibly shy be¬ 
cause he’d spent his entire 
childhood loving somebody 
who then died. Not having 
it consummated or having 


it reciprocated, he hadn’t 
formed that understanding 
of what that was and didn’t 
have any confidence with it. 
So that was almost as ter¬ 
rifying as complete intoler¬ 
ance.” 

4. He was not a fan of 
metaphors and puns. 

“There was just enough in 
language that he found dis¬ 
turbing to what he under¬ 
stood of things and how 
language should be used 
— what words are literally 
interpretable as, rather than 
innuendo or inflection or 
irony. 


“If you take the bare instruc¬ 
tions of what words are, he 
was fascinated with that.” 

5. He can be funny — and 
it’s OK to laugh. 

“(The film) should be funny 
— and sometimes uninten¬ 
tionally on his part. It’s him 
missing the point, or not 
missing the point, but every¬ 
one else using lazy language 
and him thinking they mean 
literally what they mean. I 
don’t think he was always 
trying to be a pedant. I think 
he genuinely did think in a 
very literal way, hence his 
discoveries.”

you already know that Boy¬ 
hood and Birdman are the 
best horses for your betting 
needs. 

That said, there are al¬ 
ways some wild cards, the 
most glaring being the nom¬ 
ination for Robert Duvall for 
The Judge — a rickety, faintly 
offensive stab at a crowd¬ 
pleasing awards gobbler that 
presumably most people al¬ 


ready forget ever existed. In 
a similar but different vein, 
Jessica Chastain racked up 
her token nod for the 10,000 
movies she did this year, but 
it wasn’t for The Disappear¬ 
ance of Eleanor Rigby, as the 
Weinstein Company would 
have liked. Instead it’s for 
her Brooklyn-accented work 
in the crime saga A Most Vio¬ 
lent Year. 

Julianne Moore wound up 


with two nominations — one 
for the Alzheimer’s drama 
Still Alice, another for David 
Cronenberg’s Hollywood 
satire Maps to the Stars, the 
latter, which had seemed to 
have been lost in the shuffle. 

The most curious bits in¬ 
volved the Globes’ classifica¬ 
tion system, especially what 
it designates as comedy and 
drama. It’s neat that they 
didn’t try to elevate the veiy 


silly Birdman — or the even 
nuttier Inherent Vice, which 
scored a single nod, for Joa¬ 
quin Phoenix — to the presti¬ 
gious dramatic category. 

That said, is Tim Burton’s 
Big Eyes really a comedy? Its 
tale of a woman (Amy Adams) 
whose paintings are stolen by 
her abusive husband (Chris¬ 
toph Waltz) is very broadly 
played, but is that even the 
same thing? 


Film nominees

disses Mad Men, Modern Family 


On the television side, the nom¬ 
inations for this year’s Golden 
Globes has some genuine sur¬ 
prises, a few head-scratching 
snubs and some clues about 
how the TV landscape is con¬ 
tinuing to shift. HBO once 
again dominates the networks, 
pulling in 15 nominations, but 
Showtime is closing in with 
nine. And the most-nominated 
show, Fargo, was on basic cable 
channel FX, not HBO. HBO’s 
True Detective, though, ranks 
second with four nominations. 


Aside from the attention to the 
fantastic Fargo, it’s also a de¬ 
light to see Jane the Virgin — 
especially star Gina Rodriguez 
— get some attention, as well 
as the Amazon streaming ser¬ 
ies Transparent. But come on, 
Hollywood Foreign Press Asso¬ 
ciation, no recognition for Mad 
Men, which is heading into its 
final run of episodes and con¬ 
tinues to be one of the best 
shows on television? And why 
does Downton Abbey continue 
to rack up nominations year 


after year when its qual¬ 
ity continues to slide? 
Still, it takes guts to 
not nominate comedy 
juggernaut and peren¬ 
nial Emmy favourite 
Modem Family for 
a single award, so 
kudos. The Golden 
Globes air Jan. 11, 
hosted by Tina 
Fey and (the un¬ 
nominated) Amy 
Poehler.

Alex Pugsley almost tried to 
cast Rachel McAdams in his 
very first movie — except the 
young director changed his 
mind.

ship drama (available Dec. 15 
on iTunes and VOD), a group 
of late-20-something couples 
struggle with their collective 
friendship after one pair’s part¬ 
nership falls apart. 

“The cast is one of the 
strongest features of the 


movie,” said Pugsley of an en¬ 
semble he whittled down from 
about 250 auditions. “When 
you’re making a romantic 
comedy, you want the actors 
to feel like they’re really a 
couple because the audience 
will figure it out. The audi¬ 
ence will sense immediately 
if people have chemistiy and 
they would actually be married 
to each other.” 

As convincing as Pugsley 
intended his actors’ perform¬

• 1/4 cup (57 g) cold unsalted 
butter, diced 

• 1 egg 

• 1/2 tsp (21/2 ml) vanilla extract 
Marshmallow 

• 1 tbsp powdered gelatin 

• 1/4 cup (60 ml) water 

• 1/2 cup (105 g) sugar 

• 1/4 cup (60 ml) light corn syrup 

• 1/2 tsp (2 1/2 ml) vanilla extract 
Chocolate Coating 

• 8 oz (225 g) dark chocolate, 
chopped 


with plastic wrap. Refrigerate 
for 30 minutes. 

2. With rack in middle pos¬ 
ition, preheat oven to 350 F 
(180 C). Line baking sheet with 
parchment paper. 

3. On floured work surface, 
roll out dough to about 1/8- 
inch (3 mm) thick. Cut 30 cook¬ 
ies using a 1 3/4-inch (4.5 cm) 
round cookie cutter. Place the 
cookies on the baking sheet. 
Bake 10 minutes or until lightly 
browned. Let cool. 

Marshmallow 

1. In saucepan, sprinkle gel¬ 
atin over water and let bloom 


5 minutes. Add sugar. Melt over 
low heat, stirring until the sug¬ 
ar and gelatin have dissolved. 

2. Pour into bowl. Add com syr¬ 
up and vanilla and beat with an 
electric mixer until soft peaks 
form, about 10 minutes. 

3. With pastiy bag fitted with a 
3/4-inch (2 cm) diameter plain, 
and filled with marshmallow, 
top each cookie with dome of 
marshmallow. Let cool for 30 
minutes at room temperature. 

Chocolate Coating 

1. In a bowl in microwave, 
melt 5 oz (140 g) chocolate. 
Remove and add remaining 


chocolate. Stir until smooth. If 
necessary, microwave for a few 
more seconds if chocolate does 
not melt. Be careful not to over¬ 
heat the chocolate. 

2. Dip cooled cookies, marsh¬ 
mallow side down, in the choc¬ 
olate, flip and remove from the 
chocolate with a fork. Shake to 
remove any excess chocolate. 

3. Place cookies on baking 
sheet lined with parchment 
paper. Refrigerate 30 minutes. 
Serve at room temperature.

Buying a gift for a foodie isn’t 
terribly different from trying 
to find a Christmas present for 
your rich friend or relative — 
it’s not what to get them, but 
what they don’t have that’s the 
problem. 

For most foodies, eating out 
isn’t nearly as much fim as eat¬ 
ing in, and, as a result, their 
kitchens are usually stuffed to 
bursting with double boilers 
and mandolins and fish poach¬ 
ers. 

The best option is to go big 
— to buy them that high-end 
item that’s been on their wish 
list for years. Right now, that 
would probably be a sous vide. 
The tide has finally receded on 
the whole molecular gastron¬ 
omy craze, but it’s left behind 
a few vital techniques, prime 
among which is cooking with 
a sous vide — sealing meat 
or fish in a vacuum bag and 
immersing it in a bath of hot 
water, maintained at a constant 
but relatively low temperature 
and circulated for a long time. 

The Rolls Royce of sous vide 
machines is the Polyscience 
Professional Immersion 
Circulator, which clamps on 
to the side of your stock pot 
or deep tray and maintains up 
to eight gallons of water at a 
perfectly steady temperature 
for hours. It’s exclusive to 
Williams-Sonoma and sells for 
$795.95 US on its website. 

A more budget-oriented 
sous vide machine is the Caso 
Sous Vide Center, which 
looks like a bread maker and 
does the same job as the Poly¬ 
science in a smaller package 
tailored for family meals and 
not a full restaurant. It’s avail¬ 
able for as little as $369 at 
cedarlaneculinaiy.ca, which 
also offers a sous vide package 
that includes a vacuum sealer, 
two rolls of vacuum bags and a 
cookbook for $469. 


Another thing about food¬ 
ies is that they can never have 
too many cookbooks, and one 
of the bestsellers of the season 
is Heritage by Sean Brock, 
the Charleston, S.C.-based chef 
that chef and TV personality 
Anthony Bourdain called “one 
of the most important chefs in 
America.” 

Beautifully illustrated with 
photos of food, produce and 
Brock’s hometown, it includes 
recipes for eveiything from 
Hoppin’ John — that most es¬ 
sential of southern comfort 
foods — to more ambitious 
dishes like chilled fennel 
bisque with citrus-cured scal¬ 
lops and almond oil. ($24 at 
amazon.ca.) 

People have rediscovered 
their ovens lately as well — it 
must be the long winters — 
so your foodie friends might 
want to start upgrading their 
battered old tins and pans with 
something really nice, like a 
set of Le Creuset bakeware. 
Available in a range of colours, 
this revered line of French 
cookware brings a welcome 
note of Julia Child into any lab- 
lilce, stainless steel-filled mod¬ 
em kitchen. 

Another piece of kitchen¬ 
ware undergoing a renaissance 
is the flat griddle, which re¬ 
quires a sympathetic cooktop 
and a bit of storage space, but 
will let you sear, saute and fiy 
more than one ingredient at 
a time. Griddles that straddle 
two burners on a stove are the 
most useful, and are made by 
everyone from Calphalon to Le 
Creuset to Lodge. All-Clad’s 
double-burner griddle is 
nice and heavy, and available 
from the Bay for $180. If you 
don’t have a stove that happily 
makes space for one, All-Clad 
also makes a standalone 
electric model with a drip 
pan, $360 at the Bay. 

Finally, it’s nice to have 
something to cook. The paleo 
diet has put proteins at the 
centre of plates, but instead 
of big slabs of meat, smart 
cooks are setting smaller 
cuts on top of beds of leg¬ 
umes to showcase two kinds 
of protein. U.S. food website 
markethallfoods.com fea¬ 
tures a fine range of dried 
beans, from a bag of Rancho 



Gordo’s flageolet beans 

($8.50 US) to black val¬ 
entine beans from 
Community Grains 
($7 US) to fine French 
puy lentils ($13 US). 

Stuff a few of these 
into stockings or a gift 
box with baking dishes v' 
or saucepans and point 
foodie friends toward the 
kitchen.

Marsh award goes to 
limit-pushing sledder

Kaillie Humphries didn’t 
have much time to celebrate. 

Moments after learning 
she had won the 2014 Lou 
Marsh Trophy as Canada’s top 
athlete, the 29-year-old bob¬ 
sled pilot was off to the track 
for her final practice session 
ahead of this weekend’s sea- 
son-opening World Cup race. 

“Trying to be focused on 
both of these runs today was 
probably one of my biggest 
challenges I’ve had so far this 
year,” Humphries said Thurs¬ 
day from Lake Placid, N.Y. 
“It’s such an amazing honour 
and I’m so, so excited to be 
amongst sport royalty.” 

The first bobsledder to win 
the Lou Marsh Trophy, Hum¬ 
phries became the first fe¬ 
male in her sport to win back- 
to-back Olympic gold when 
she captured her second title 
in Sochi. 

Humphries also carried 
Canada’s flag along with 
brakewoman Heather Moyse 
into the closing ceremonies 
in Russia. 

“Most of the time you see 
hockey or football, you see 
a lot of the top sports (win 
the award),” said Humphries, 
who also won her second 
World Cup title in 2014. “So 
to be the one to represent 
a not-as-popular sport is a 
pretty big honour.”

sports editor and awarded an¬ 
nually to Canada’s top athlete 
as selected by representatives 
of the country’s top news or¬ 
ganizations. 

“When you hear the list 
of athletes that have won it 
previously you’ve got (Sidney) 
Crosby, you’ve got (Wayne) 
Gretzky, you’ve got Donovan 
Bailey — the list goes on and 
on,” said Humphries. “When I 
think of myself as an athlete, 
sometimes it’s hard to put 
myself in the same category 
as the athletes I’ve grown up 
watching or knowing about. 

“It’s shocking for me.”
